Before  the  close  of  the  67-68  season,  Jeff  broke  his  way  into  the 
1,000-point  club  and  in  February,  the  All-County,  All-District,  and  All- 
Southwest  Virginia  Teams  welcomed  him  back. 

As  Jeff  moved  into  his  final  season,  sportswriters  and  college  scouts  kept 
an  eye  on  the  man  who  might  very  well  become  Virginia’s  All-Time  Career 
Scoring  Champion.  Before  the  season  was  over,  averaging  30  points  a game, 
Cleveland’s  scoring  wizard  edged  past  the  15-year  record  to  become 
Virginia’s  All-Time  Scoring  Champion  with  a career  total  of  2,158  points. 

We  extend  to  Jeff  a most  hearty,  “Congratulations!”  and  wish  him  much 
success  as  he  enters  a new  era  in  his  basketball  career.
